Director  Fechner 
praised  highly  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  A.  Roebling  | 
for  their  efforts  in 
preserving  the  Ham-  ’ i 


mook  for.  those  who  en- 
joy beauty  in  nature 
and  for  their  far- 
sighted vision  in  se- 
lection of  efficient 
workers  to  oarry  on 
the  work. 

He  further  stated 
that  he  thought  it  ' 
doubtful  or  even  im- 
possible to  over  em- 
phsize  this  park.  Mr. 
Fechner  said  that  he 
considered' this  one 
of  the  most  beautiful 
spots  in  America. 

Mrs.  Linwood  Jef- 
fries, Park  member  of 
the  Florida  Board  of 
Forestry,  gave  a 
short  ta.lk  in  which 
she  oratorically  des-
